Council Votes

Of Fire Sirens 


Fire sirens in Atlanta will sound 
again today and the department 
will be able to reach its destina- 
tions without being snarled in traf- 
fic. 

City council yesterday author- 
ized the department to re-equip its 
39 pieces of apparatus with sirens 
after Fire Chief C. C. Styron and 
members of the Atlanta board of 
firemasters told the councilmen. 
that failure to do so would “sub- 
ject citizens to greater dangers 
from fire and accidents than Nazis 
bombs.” 

About three months ago use of 
sirens -vas suspended for fire and 
police department vehicles and for 
ambulances in order to accustom 
Atlantans to the air raid alarm 


system. 


For weeks, Styron said his men 
have labored vainly to ‘reach 
scenes of conflagration without 
long delays due to traffic snarls. 
The only alarm available to the 
department were the regular horns 
of the equipment which sounded 
so much like all other automobile 
horns that motorists failed to yield 
the right of way to fire fighters.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—(4)—Work- 
ing on an Allied 24-hour schedule 
of destruction, Britain’s new 
whirlwind bombers’ pounded at 
German shipping and railways 
| over France and the lowlands to- 
day while the Nazis still were as- 
sessing damage from heavy raids 
last night in which more than 100 
|'RAF heavy bombers spilled explo- 
|sives on targets in southwestern 
'Germany, including Karlruhe and 
Pforzheim, important railway and 
munitions centers. 

The Deutschlandsender, main 
German radio network, went off 
the air at 10:30 p. m. tonight,“in- 
|dicating Allied planes might again 
ibe sweeping over Nazi territory. 

In today’s daylight attacks the 
Whirlwinds, escorted by Spitfire 
fighters, were reported to have 
damaged three ships off the Brit- 
tany coast and to have made many 
attacks on railways, camps, barges 
and other targets. Six planes were 
lost. 

The Air Ministry reported also 
that some pilots crossed into Ger- 
many where barges on the Dort- 
mund-Ems canal were bombed.

| NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—(#)—Japan announced today for the first 
time that she had added powerful new battleships to her fleet since, 
the outset of the Pacific war, and at the same time made the largest 
admission to date of Japanese naval losses. 

— ‘Y Tokyo broadcasts of the an- 
nouncement, made by Captain 
Hideo Hiraide, official spokesman 
of the navy, also said new aircraft 
carriers of a unique type had been 
completed. 

“The imperial navy is happy to 
announce that already a certain 
number of powerful battleships 
have been placed in commission 
and are taking an active part in 
the current war,” Hiraide said. 

“Aircraft carriers of unique con- 
struction embodying the  experi- 
ence obtained since the outset of 
the war, in addition to cruisers 
and warships of other categories 
have been completed one after an- 
other and have been commis- 
sioned.”

Allies Cling 
To Positions 


Near Tebourba 


By LEWIS E. HAWKINS. 
LONDON, Dec. 7.—(4)—An in- 
tense tank battle was being fought 
today in the rugged hills ‘around 
Tebourba, where British . and 
American forces clung stubbornly

to heights dominating the Bizerte- 
Tunis defense arc in northern Tu-! 
nisia. | 

Tebourba, 35 miles below Bi- | 
zerte and 20 miles west of Tunis, | 
is a rail junction from which the | 
Allies had been ejected largely by | 
superior German air power, after 
four days of bitter counterattacks 
last week in which both sides lost 
heavily in men and materiel. | 

The battle was renewed Sunday | 
after a lull induced by mutual ex- 
haustion, and “is continuing,” an 
Allied communique said. 

Supporting aircraft of both sides 
intensified the battle aloft. In sev- 
eral sweeps and patrols Sunday, 
three enemy planes were de- 
stroyed and five bombers which 
attacked a forward Allied base 
were shot ddwn. 

Revising figures on air losses 
over the weekend, Allied head- 
quarters said four additional en- 
emy planes and eight additional 
Allied craft were destroyed in bat- 
tles of the sky Friday and Satur- 


ay. 

The ground fighting amid the | 
gnarled olive groves and rugged 
north Tunisian hills was for mas- | 
tery of a triangle bounded by Te- | 
bourba, Djeideda and Mateur, | 
which is the key to the defense of | 
the naval base of Bizerte and the 
capital of Tunis. General Walther 
Nehring’s: Germans and _ Italians 
recaptured Dijeideda as well as 
Tebourba last week and held tight- 
ly to Mateur. Dijeideda is 12 
miles from Tunis and Mateur 25 
miles to the west of Bizerte. 

Both sides were drawing up re- 
inforcements through gantlets of 
air attacks and the enemy was 
throwing his best planes into the 
battle. The Allied air position is 
aggravated by the lack of forward 
air fields in the tortuous moun- 
tainous terrain. Long-range P-38 
Lightnings of the U. S. and twin- 
engined fighters from Malta have 
borne the brunt of fending off 
dive-bomber attacks.

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Two Carriers, 


HugeBattleship 
Are Included 


By international News Service. 

A formidable array of new ware 
ships for the United States Navy—~ 
led by the world’s largest battie- 
ship—have been launched during 
the past two days on the Atlantic, 
Pacific and gulf coasts as an eme 
phatic demonstration of the nae 
tion’s pledge to build the greatest 
fleet of all time to whio the Axis, 

The launchings, taking place at 
nearly a dozen different shipyards, 
were one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of America’s observance of 
the Pearl Harbor anniversary. 

At least 27 warships slipped inte 
salt water and soon will be ready 
to join the United States fleets 
now battling Japan, Germany and 
Italy in the seven seas. 

The total of new ships exceeded 
in number, if not in tonnage, the 
number of United States warships 
sunk or damaged in the Jar inese 
Pearl Harbor attack a year ago. 

All warships construction is not 
revealed by the Navy Department 
for security reasons, but a coaste 
to-coast survey by International 
News Service permits the listing 
of the new launchings as follows: 

At Philadelphia — Battleship 
New Jersey, officially rated by the 
United States Navy at 45.000 tons, 
and unofficially by the British at 
52,000 tons. 

At Camden, N. J.—Aircraft Care 
rier Belleau Wood, rated at 25,000 
tons, and probably larger. 

New Fleet Additions. 

At Quincy, Mass.—Aircraft Car- 
rier Bunker Hill, a sister ship of 
the new Lexington, with a dis- 
placement of at least 25,000 tons. 

At Philadelphia—Heavy Cruiser 
Miami, probably 13,000 tons.

Sigsbee, probably about 2,000 tons.

66 Ships Since July. 

Undersecretary of the Navy 
James V. Forrestal, who was pres- 
ent at the launching of the super- 
dreadnaught New Jersey at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard, disclosed 
in a speech that 66 new combat 
vessels, with a total tonnage of 
333.751, had been added to the 
United States fleet since July 1, 
1940. 

He said that a sister ship of the 
gigantic New Jersey already has 
been in action in the Pacific, place 
ing its shells accurately on Japa- 
nese targets at a distance of eight 
miles. 

The United States will continue 
to build hig battleships, he declar- 
ed, as an essential part of a bal- 
anced fleet needed to conquer the 
Axis. 

The new battleship, built at a 
cost of $100,000,000, was christened 
by Mrs. Charles Edison, wife of 
the governor of New Jersey, and 
slipped smoothly into the Dela- 
ware River as a Navy band played 
the “Star-Spangled Banner.”

Philadelphia’s program of naval 
launchings began on Sunday when 
the Aircraft Carrier Belleau Wood 
was christened at the nearby New 
York Shipbuilding Company’s 
plant at Camden, N. J.

East Point Ku Klux Klan lodge. 
He was himself indicted on six 
counts, but one count was dropped 
at the beginning of his trial. 

An investigation of the floggings 
was started in March of 1940 after 
the death of Ike Gaston, East Point 
barber, whose battered body was 
found in a wooded section near 
East Point. 

Lee was accused of having di- 
rected five men to be flogged— 
Louis Brown, P. S. Toney, J. W. 
Wilkes, Bert Harris and Joe Ot- 
well. Each of the victims to’ 
the stand and described the ter- 
rific beatings handed them, 

Lee Said Present. 

W. C. Bishop and Luke Trimble, 
both members of the East Point 
Klan, testified that Lee was pres- 
ent when the five were whipped. 

Charges against Walton were of 
assault and battery, involving the 
beatings of E. K. Ramage, Toney 
and Harris. 

Cameron was specifically charg- 
ed with participating in the flog- 
gings of W. H. Ables on August 
J1, 1939, and D, M. Harper on 
July 7, 1939. 

All of the accused were alleged- 
ly members of the East Point 
Klan. The trials attracted nation- 
al attention and resulted in an 
order from the imperial leader that 
Klan members be disrobed. 

Governor Sympathetic. 

Governor Talmadge expressed 
sympathy with the floggers soon 
after they were convicted. In a 
statement November 19, 1941, he 
declared: 

“The trouble with those fellows 
was that they had good motives, 
but went about them in the wrong 
way. 

“They thought they were doing 
right, but they went just a little 
crazy. 1 was in a thing like that 
one time myself, but I got mine 
out in the daytime.” 

The investigation resulted in the 
seizure of the East Point Klan 
charter on the order of J. A. Cole- 
scott, imperial wizard of the Klan. 
However, the charter later was re- 
stored. 

Others convicted in the floggings 
already have received pardons.

58,307 Listed 
As Casualties 


For War Year 


WASHINGTON, Dec. t. — (4) — 
The first year of war cost the 
United States Armed Forces 58,307 
casualties, the Office of War Infor- 
mation reported today. 


This total, complete to today, in- 
cludes dead, wounded, missing, in- 
terned in neutral countries, and 
prisoners. 

The casualties number those of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Merchant Marine 
and the Philippine scouts, it was 
stated. 


The Army’s casualties totaled 
35,678, most of them classified as 
missing and presumed to have 
been made prisoners of war after 
the campaigns in the Philippines 
and Dutch East Indies. Definite 
information is lacking because of 
the absence of accurate prisoner 
lists from Japan. 

The Navy Department reporte4, 
or now is in the process of report- 
ing, 22,629 casualties.

MANZANAR, Cal., Dec. 7.—(4) 
The Japanese relocation center 
here was under martial law today 
after a pro-Axis anniversary cele- 
bration of the Pearl Harbor attack 
precipitated a riot in which one 
Japanese was killed and nine 
wounded. 

Director Ralph P. Merritt said 
military police fired into a milling 
crowd of 4,000 in which Japanese- 
born or Japanese-educated shouted 
“Pearl Harbor, Banzai!

He 
gave this account of the violence: 

Part of the crowd surged toward 
the soldiers and were met with 
tear gas bombs. After the fumes 
were blown away, the Japs hurled 
stones: The soldiers then opened 
fire. This halted the _ shouting, 
gesticulating mob, and _ sullenly 
they returned to their bungalows. 

Trouble between Axis and 
American factions among the cen- 
ter’s 10,000/residents flared Satur- 
day night. Small groups. milled 
through the streets, but the cen- 
ter’s Japanese and Caucasian po- 
lice quieted them.

| Christmas. Packages 

Unless Atlantans act quickly there will be 
a large number of disappointed persons on 
Christmas morning. That is a one-sentence 
summary of recent statements from execu- 
tives of the post office, of express companies 
and others. 

People have, in gratifying manner, obeyed 
‘the injunction to “shop early” for Christmas, 
this year. Realizing that, under war condi- 
tions, stocks of goods suitable for gifts are 
apt to be low by the time Christmas week 
comes, wise gift givers have made, and are 
making, ‘their selections earlier than ever be- 
fore. 

However, most people seem to have over- 
looked the twin admonition to “ship early” 
if they want their gifts going out of town 
to reach destinations in time for the big day. 
Last week an official of a large express com- 
pany said he had seen only two or three pack- 
ages from Atlanta bearing the label, “Don’t 
open until Christmas.” Which indicates that, 
although people are shopping early, they are 
waiting until the customary few days before 
Christmas to ship their gift packages. 

Which means, whether they go by mail 
or express, that most such packages will not 
arrive until two or three weeks after the 
holidays. For war conditions have created 
a situation on all such shipments that makes 
delay unavoidable, 

The government requires a majority of the 
express cars for the transportation of es- 
sential goods to the various Army camps, 
forts and training centers. Where an ex- 
press company could count on ten such cars 
to the train, if needed, they can téday pro- 
cure only two or three. d these few are 
apt to the pre-emptied by Army or Navy 
“must” shipments, at any time. The result 
is that ordinary civilian goods must wait. Mail 
clerks in the post office are performing almost 
superhuman jobs in the sorting and handling 
of all classes of mail. But they are faced 
with the same shortage of equipment as are 
the express companies. And both are handi- 
capped by the fact many of their most ex- 
perienced workers have been drafted. 

The situation is simply this: Christmas 
packages, whether intended for boys in camp 
or for other friends, will sprobably not reach 
their destinations until after Christmas Day 
unless they are shipped within the next day 
or two or three. 

It is imperative that the admonition “ship 
early” be heeded along with its companion 
phrase, “shop early.” |

Important Plans 

The new accord between Mexico and the 
United States calling for the improvement of 
the Mexican National Railways is a collabora- 
tion of tremendous importance to the war ef- 
fort. The agreement means Mexico will re- 
ceive technical and financial aid from this 
country to meet the added task of carrying 
to this country the vast quantities of strategic 
materials Mexico is sending to defense plants 
in the United States. 

Briefly, the plan calls for payment by this 
country for such materials and equipment, re- 
pairs to locomotives, as well as repairs to road- 
ways, as deemed necessary by both a United 
States Railway Mission and the Mexican gov- 
ernment. In other words, Uncle Sam will help 
the railways of Mexico to make progress so 
the flow of materials needed in this country 
will move unimpeded. 

Some significance of the pact may be gained 
from the fact the accord will mean doubling 
in 1943 the amount of minerals and metals 
sent to this country. And minerals and metals, 
it must be remembered, are but two of the 
important classes of defense materials Mexico 
is contributing to our war needs.

WASHINGTON PARADE

THAT FAKE MISSION WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—It was a. 


year ago today that the American 
people were shocked into numbness by the dramatic news from 
Pearl Harbor that our fleet had been bombed and suffered serious 
injury in one of the world’s outstanding acts of treachery. 

The night before, Saburo Kurusu, special 
Japanese “peace” envoy sent to the United States 
to lull us to sleep, sat alone in the main dining 
room of the Mayflower hotel with an air of 
infinite sadness on his face. He was carrying 
out to the bitter end an illusion of disappoint- 
ment over the failure of negotiations he had 
been sent here to conduct. 

We now know that the Kurusu mission was 
a fake and a fraud from the beginning. Prep- 
arations for the blow at Pearl Harbor had been 
completed before he left Tokyo. He was sent 
merely to throw us off guard until the deed 
could be consummated. 

We now know, also, that the co-conspira- 
tors in the Japanese treachery were Germany 
and Italy, whose dictatorship governments de- 
clared war on us 48 hours later without wait- 
ing for us to take the initiative. 

Back of the brazen act of the Tokyo war 
lords was a grandiose scheme, concocted in Berlin, for setting up 
a great Nipponese empire in the Pacific to work in conjunction 
with the new order Hitler had conceived for himself in Europe. 
The blow against us was timed-to coincide with the fall of Mos- 


cow, after which Hitler thought the collapse of Russia would be. 


inevitable. 


THIS WAS THE PLAN As nearly as it can be pieced to- 


gether by Allied statesmen, the plan 
then was for the Germans to sweep through the Caucasus and on 
through the Middle East for a juncture with the Japanese in India, 
with the Suez Canal and North Africa to fall into Nazi hands as 
: side line. Britain was next on the program. We were to come 
ater, 

But the scheme dissipated when Hitler's time table failed. Mos- 
cow did not fall. Instead, it is one of the sublime ironies of fate 
that, at the very moment the Japs were on their way to Pearl 
Harbor to deliver their foul blow, the Russians turned on the Ger- 
mans and forced them to retreat. Thus the date which Hitler chose 
for his greatest victory will probably be marked down in history 
as the beginning of his end. 


THREE GREAT ARMIES What has happened in the year 


since Pearl Harbor leaves no doubt 
of this. Russia has not fallen. There is no longer any thought that 
she will. The Japanese have been halted in the Pacific. And while 
we have held them off at arm’s length. in concentrating on the 
major menace in Europe, we have found the means for sending 
three great armies to as many ‘different theaters of the war—Eng- 
land, Africa and Australia. 

In warding off the Japs, also, while we completed our prep- 
arations for the final onslaught, we have dealt them mighty blows 
which have offset, if not eliminated altogether, whatever naval 
superiority they gained from the Pearl Harbor attack. We have 
sunk upwards of 360 of their vessels, contrasted with a loss of

ONE WORD MORE

BALLET TONIGHT This is just a piece for the husbands 


who are going to have to go to the 

Ballet Theater tonight. There won't be many such and if you aren't 

one there really isn’t any use going on with this, because it is 

going to be a few words by a person who knows almost nothing 
about ballet on how maybe to like it. 

I once went along with a newspaperman 
(this was when I was in college) to see Anna 
Pavlova and listen to him interview her. I sat 
there in the background goggling at her and 
listening. I liked her and so, the next night, 
I went to see her dance. 

Since that time I have liked the ballet and 
the ballet dancers. I like them for the same 
reason that I like to hear opera singers sing. 
The ballet dancers can dance so that anyone 
can see what they are dancing, just as the opera 
singers can sing without the aid of a micro- 
phone. 

They do not drag a microphone out on the 
stage for an opera singer. He or she stands 
up there and sings and you can hear all the 
notes. They do not have to shove their face 
up into a mike and moo into it. They can sing. 

The ballet dancers can dance. If you just 

look at the program and then up at the stage, it all looks a little 
silly and you will find yourself looking at your wife or the girl 
who brought you, and saying “Now, I wonder if she really does 
like this, or is it because shg wants to be seen here?” 

After I saw Pavlova dance I read about the ballet and when 
some books came out on the ballet, I read them, too. All I know 
is that if you will look you can see what they are doing if you 
will only look. It is not merely “pretty” or “beautiful,” it has form. 
THE “ENTRECHAT” There are a number of classical steps, 

or movements—five, I think—and they 
always, or almost always, are the same and have been since the 
ballet began a few centuries ago. 

There axe arabesques in which one leg is extended backward. 
the body forward and one arm forward, making a long line. There 
are a variety of these. There is the “fouette,” which means simply 
a whipping turn on one leg. There is the pirouette, which, when 
it was introduced into ballet, was a sensation, just as the hit-and- 
run play was a sensation in baseball when the Old Orioles first 
pulled it. It is a complete turn of the body on one leg. You are 
not supposed to say “toe dancing” any more than you would say 
“hand-painted pictures.” I do not see why, but they call it “sur les 
pointes.” It is not proper, just as a fox hunter will scowl at you 
if you call his hound a dog. 

There are a few others, the names of which I forget. and I do 
not have any book handy for looking them up. These steps and 
the various variations, plus the adagio, which is just a dance in 
which the ballerina shows off what she can do in arabesques, 
pirouettes, sur les pointes, and so on. While she is doing this the 
wit te ee will i —- looping around in the background. He 
wi e doing exactly what he seems to be doing—iust idli 
while the ballerina does her star bit. id — 
< a male dancers will do a lot of the leaps and many “entre- 
chats. 

Now, I would like to do a paragraph or so on that. That’s bi 
league stuff, when a big leaguer is doing it.

All this must be done with fluid ease and never any 
or sense of effort. It must flow together. 

I will dodge all people who know anything about ballet today 
and tomorrow and ask you to kéep in mind I am trying merely to 
do a job for the husbands who will be there. If you think that 
entrechat isn’t tough, try leaping yourself into the air and see 
how many times you can twinkle your toes before you hit the floor. 
About once, I'd say. Not more than twice. Some of these dancers 
who'll be here Tuesday night can do eight and ten.

When the stationing of northern Negro troops in the south led to 
conflict and death, an effort was made to have them moved. Negro 
leaders opposed this, saying it would be “unbearable segregation.” 

When agitators used the word “segregation,” it seems to mean a 
policy invented in the south to keep colored people in one place. 
But in truth it is as old as human history and as universal as 
snobbery, and nowhere is it limited to one race. 

In New York the Negroes are segregated in Harlem. but there 
is a further segregation. A talented Negro poet, who was lionized 
in Russia, said in one of his books that numbers of prominent white 
people in New York had invited him to their homes, but the rich 
Negroes in Harlem had completely ignored him. These rich ones 
segregate themselves in one district of fine homes, and the poor, 
who are segregated in slums, can never hope to enter one of those 
homes except as servants. 

The government segregates Negroes every time it builds decent 
homes or apartments for them. Why isn’t it resented? Because the 
colored people are glad to have exclusive possession of a district 
if the houses are better than they or poor white people could rent 
anywhere else. 

Poverty and wealth segregate people, and always have, and 
probably always will. Every town has a region “on the wrong side 
of the track.” There isn’t a city in America where the poor are 
not segregated by their poverty and the rich segregated and insu- 
lated in a “restricted” district that doesn't permit cheap buildings. 
Even the government recognized this arrangement by refusing to 
lend money to build a fine house in a poor district or where its 
value might be hurt by future shacks. 

Do Liberals oppose segregation? The most starry-eyed idealist 
among them lives among his “own kind,” and every eloquent re- 
former in the lot groans under a burden of high rent rather than 
live in a “poor neighborhood.” 

There is a great deal of hypocritical tommyrot in this matter. 
Upliftets preach brotherly equality—and other people—but they 
herd with their own class. All Americans believe in equality, but 
they usually mean equality with their betters. 

The human race is snobbish, and not likely to be changed by 
law. We'll do more good if we labor to abolish poverty and give 
everybody an equal opportunity to prosper, and let each group re- 
main as “exclusive” as its taste requires.

ing of the Repulse and the Prince 
of Wales wrote ‘‘finis” to the days 
of the “battlewagons.” 

Supply Lines Vital. 

“Let's not kid ourselves,” he 
said. “No matter what anybody 
says, production alone will not win 
this war. Men and all kinds of 
supplies must be taken to every 
corner of-the globe. Our supply 
lines must be kept open and with- 
out a two-ocean Navy, that will 
be impossible.

One or. more windowscreens 
made of unbleached muslin, full 
size of the window or at least half- 
sash size, may be used for each 
room. The screen does not ex- 
clude daylight, but does exclude 
wind, snow, rain, dust, insects, 
drafts, yet admits fresh air and 
adequate moisture to improve the 
humidity in the heated room. Aft- 
er months of service such screens 
become soiled, but may be taken 
out and washed. For making the 
screens Dr. Todd suggested plain 
unbleached Piquot or Black Roch 
cotton cloth. 

Dr. Todd found that there was a 
saving in fuel for heating schools 
so ventilated, and that pupils and 
teachers felt more comfortable all 
day, in fresh air containing more 
nearly the normal amount of mois- 
ture although the schoolroom tem- 
perature was a few degrees lower 
than is ordinarily found in heated 
schoolrooms otherwise ventilated.

Sweating Feet. 

A year ago my husband began 
following your suggestion of put- 
ting alum in his shoes, He no 
longer has sweaty feet and his 
feet do not get so cold.

Answer—Not only for comfort 
and prevention of unpleasant odor 
but for prevention of frostbite and 
chilblains excessive sweating of 
the feet should be controlled. One 
good way is spraying or slightly 
wetting insoles and linings of all 
shoes once a week or so with so- 
lution of one part of standard 
Formation (Liq. Formaldehyde 37 
per cent) in four parts water— 
the shoes must stand drying for at 
least 24 hours before wearing 
again after application of the 
formaldehyde. Another way, more 
suitable for children, is daily dust- 
ing of insides of shoes and stock- 
ings with borated talcum powder. 
For any one occasional dusting of 
insides of shoes or stockings with 
a powder made of an ounce of 
alum powder well mixed with five 


parts of plain talcum will control 
excessive sweating of the feet.

western football writer was dispatched south by a chain 
newspaper to write sports deep in the heart of Georgia. 
The fellow hit there in football season and one of his early 
literary bits, following a football game, began as follows: 

“The flower of southern football has gone to seed.” 

(He got out of town just ahead of the howling mob.) 

I thought of it in connection with a story in the 

Detroit Times, Bob Murphy’s paper. In explaining 

the All-America selections of the Times, it was 

written, “The far west, once the flower of American 
football, failed to land a single berth on the first 
eleven.” The far west still deals heavily in flowers. 

Though, with Rose Bowl and Tournament of Roses 

parade, and beyond that there is something disquiet- 

ing about the way coast football is being viewed this 
year. It is true enough that there are no unbeaten 
clubs and no individuals who stand out above the 

rank and file—in the press notices. But it still is a 

tough league. Southern California, U. C. L. A.,

Football Fans 


ODT Director Wants To 
Limit Bow] Delegations 
to Players, Coaches. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—(7)— 
Joseph B. Eastman, defense trans- 
portation director, made it clear 
today he wants no “team follow- 
ers” to travel to bowl football 
games January l. 

Telegraphing sponsors of the 
Rose Bowl at Pasadena and the 
Sugar Bowl at New Orleans, East- 
man said that supplying of tickets 
to competing teams for sale _ in 
their home communities would run 
counter to his request that admis- 
sions be distributed only locally. 

Eastman’s telegram to Robert 
McCurdy, president of the Tourna- 
ment of Roses, said he understood 
McCurdy had expressed doubt 
whether the travel curtailment re- 
quest meant exclusion of a delega- 
tion from the University of Geor- 
gia, one of the Rose Bow! teams. 

“We must discourage enthusiasts 
and team followers from making 
these trips this season,” Eastman 
said. “Hope that travel from 
Georgia may be limited to essen- 
tial players and coaching staff.” 

Joseph B. David, president of 
New Orleans Midwinter Sports, 
Inc., had wired Eastman pledg- 
ing co-operation but adding “We 
have of course provided the two 
competing team with such tickets 
they request for sales from their 
end.”

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 7.—(&)— 
The Fair Grounds winter racirJ 
program isn't 10 days old yet but 
it’s plain already that a wartime 
boom is on in both attendance and 
betting with promise of the great- 
est season since Colonel E. R. 
Bradley’s sponsorship in the gold- 
en 20's. 

Attendance and betting have in- 
creased 55 per cent already over 
last winter’s program, and is up

dicap. Whirlaway arrived over 
the weekend and now is warm- 
ing up to boost his more than a 
half-million-dollar winnings on 
toward the $600,000 mark. 

Secretary Julis G. Reeder’s of- 
fice attributes the increase to the 
better quality of horses brought 
here this season and central loca- 
tion of the track, only a couple of 
miles from down town, and no 
drain on transportation limitations. 

The city always boomed with 
tourists during the winter season, 
and war has not curtailed that 
very much yet as it still is rela- 
tively easy to reach the Crescent 
City, the French quarter attractions 
remain the same except the res- 
taurants’ supply of imported foods 
and liquors is beginning to give 
out. The city’s resident popula- 
tion has increased about 100,000 
in two years.
